According to paragraph 9 of the Bloed Donation Ordinance of 23 August 1951 
(GB1.* p. 799), the following is stipulated. ;

Paragraph 6 


To each blood donor is to be given a pledge card and a @uplice te correspooding 
to Annex C, for signature. In addition, the blood donor will receive 2, O€fldesa the 
blood donor identification card, an information sheet for blood donors corresponding 
to Annex D. The biood donor identification card hitherto used will canain valid. 


Paragraph 7 


The blood donor center will select the donors and will carsy ow; examination 
to determine to which blood greup each belongs. Before admitting a Jeaor, the 
blood donor center will obtain information about him from the proper department of 
public health ct the xpeig™*, as to whethermhe fulfills the necessary requirements 
for acmission in the sevise of paragreph 7, section 1 of the Ordineace of 23 August 1952. 
In this connection it will also ue determined whether there are records existing in 
the organizations fcr venereal disesse control and tuberculosis control, anc whether 
the blood donor to be admitted is mentioned in the lists on infectious diseas 326 (inclu- 
ding tropical diseszer) of the last year end current year.

The donors will be given @ medical {elinical) exeminetion ‘at Least every three 
months, in any case before each donation, The examination for venereal diseases 
and tuberculcsis will be carried out, in doubtful cases, by a specialist. The @ile 
card and donor identification card will be supplemented by; the current correspoading 
laformation.

All interferences with transfusion, inscfar as the reasons lie with the donor 
(e.g. veins which neve become unusable, increase in blool coasguleticn power, condi- 
tions of weakness, andi the like) will be recorded by this center on the file card. _ 


Paragraph 10 


In general, use of an individual blood donor should not be made until fowr weeks 
after the last oclecd denetion--if nore than 400 ce have been given, Zoo until ri er 
eight weeks. :

In the event of a change of address 3f the bleod doucr, the bleed dener center 
will give notice of this change to the respective blood denor center in the new place 
of residence. 
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Paragraph 12 
In Sprecwant with the Ministry of Finance of the FOVSP TS L 
Demcevatic Republic, it is stipulated thet. for each taxcing of blued, enlered by 
the officiating dector on the donor identification card, the denor will receive 
as before, a compensation of 1 DM for every 10 cc of bined Comated. These painve 
will be made from the budget cf the medicel installation in which the blood doan- 
tion is performec..

I ean be stricken from the list of blood donors not only when nedicel 
dictate against further use of me as a donor, but also, for instante, when d 
to undergo the prescribed examinaticn at the proper time, or when I have Zone ie 
blood without baving been dispatcnoed by the blood denar center.
